I  am  going  to  act  as  the 

questioner  and  moderator.  I  have  a  group  of  ques¬ 
tions  here,  (Holds  up  sheet  of  questions)  that  we 

are  going  to  have  our  panel  discuss.  I  will  read 

the  question,  and  we  will  let  our  experts  answer  it 

first.  Then,  after  they  have  finished,  we  will  let 

Jean  and  Phil  ask  any  more  questions  that  they  may 

have  in  their  minds. 

Here  is  our  first  question.  A  friend  of  mine  who 

knew  that  Ernest  Mundt  was  going  to  be  on  this  panel 

wanted  me  to  ask  him  this  question.

QUESTION  ROUTINE 


Camera  could  safely  include 
Mundt  and  Sohoener  when  the 
question  is  to  be  answered. 
Then  when  one  of  them  be¬ 
gins  to  answer  it,  camera 
can  dolly  in  for  a  close-up 
of  that  person. 


AUDIO 


SCHOENER: 

Yes,  and  continues  to  discuss  subject. 


ANSHEN: 

Now,  let  us  ask  Jean  and  Phil  if  they  have  any 
questions  that  they  would  like  to  ask  about  this, 
JEAN  AND  PHIL: 

They  introduce  any  questions  that  they  may  have  on 
the  subject  . . . . . . . . 


All  the  following  questions  should  follow  this 
pattern : 

1.  Anshen  reads  the  question 

2.  Turns  it  over  to  Mundt  first  to  answer 

3.  If  Mundt  does  not  want  to  answer  it,  he  turns 
it  over  to  Schoener. 

4.  After  Mundt  and  Schoener  have  answered  the  ques¬ 
tion,  Anshen  will  call  on  Jean  first  and  then 
Phil  second  to  see  if  answer  is  clear  to  them. 
Then  they  may  ask  one  of  the  experts  a  question. 
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5.  If  at  any  time  Jean  and  Phil  want  to  int erupt, 

they  may  raise  their  hands  and  Anshen  will  then 

give  an  audio  cue  over  his  mike  to  say  that  one 

of  them  wants  to  interupt.
